Rossiter,  Clerk/Typist, 
left  the  service  on  June,  20th  and  Mr.  Y/esley  Gibben,  Junior  Clerk, 
transferred  to* an  appointiaent  in  the  Engineer’s  Department  of  the  Lee 
Conservancy  Bocxd  on  May,  25th.

(c)  I’lood  Conditions.  Serious  flooding  occurred  in  son'iC  parts 
of  the  district  during  the  10th/l1th  Jiay  notably  in  the  Leg  Square, 

Dray  cot  t ,  Bodd.en  Lane,  .Berrynian  Close  and  Bi^nvlish  areas.  The  most  serious 
arose  fi'om  the  broach  which  occurred  in  the  river  wall  at  Leg  Square 
and  the  inability  of  river  culverts  to  accommodate  the  storm  water  with 
the  result  that  Leg  Square,  Longbridge ,  Lower  Lam.  and.  Lraycott  were  flooded 
to  a  depth  of  several  feet. 

3.  PUBLIC  CLEimSING 

A  weekly  collection  of  domestic  refuse  is  in  operation  and  trade 
refuse  is  collected  twice  v-eekly .  The  increase  in  the  volume  of  re¬ 
fuse  collected  continues  and  the  type  of  refuse  now  being  disposed  of 
is  creating  difficulties  in  adequate  control  of  the  tip.  There  can  be 
no  doubt  that  mechanical  handling  ''a  the  refuse  is  becoming  a  necussity 
and  the  Council  will  bo  asked  to  provide  the  minimum  of  eopuipment. 

The  supply  of  sufficient  covering  material  is  essential  and  such  material 
can  be  bought  at  high  cost  but  with  suitable  machinery  suitable  material 
can  be  obtained  from  the  older  tipping’  areas.  Arising  from  the  lack  of 
covering  material  a  serious  fly  nuisance  occurred  during  the  year  to 
combat  which  largo  quantities  of  insecticide  spray  were  used  but  it  was 
evident  that  the  type  of  spray  has  to  be  chmiged  fairly  frequently  because 
of  the  immunity  acquired  to  a  single  type. 

The  view  is  still  held  that  a  paper  sack  refuse  collection  pilot 
scheme  should  be  introduced  to  relieve  the  pressure  on  the  service,

by  a  Wallace  and  Tiernan  Automatic  Chlorinator  and  the  purification 
plant  is  of  the  Horsley  Piggott  horizontal  type.  The  Y;ater  turnover  period 
is  approximately  12  hours  the  p''ol  being  filled  at  the  beginning  of  the 
season  from  the  mains  of  the  Bristol  Water'works  Company e.  During  the 
season  the  v/ater  is  sampled  twice  daily  to  determine  its  III  value  and
